To the av erage Chinaman his relig ion 
is a mere in g ativ e factor in Ins mode of 
Iif*x to he followed err disregarded at 
w ill, hut ip true son of llan dares to 
act otii rwise than in accordance w ith 
the stri 1 pn eepts of those spiritual 
powers which directly control his life. 
There are so me amusing superstitio ns 
co nnected wifii Ghinese entertainment« . 
A dinn ; ] ar;v is an o rdeal which o nce 
experiea hi is nev er fo rgo tten. 
It co n 
gists o f fro m 10 to bu distinct co urses 
.and o ccupies tin* greater po rtio n o f a 
day 
During the who le of tire.-*' repasts 
and no twithstanding the endless v ai ho y 
of dish*» serv ed thi> inv ited guest re­ 
tains th* same plate throughout. 
The 
ex planation o f this strange custom is an 
old prov erb, which lias now become a 
superstition, that “ he wlm chang es the 
plates kills flu* housew ife.” 
Chinese prov erbs ex plain sev eral of 
the superstitious notions with regard to 
women. 
It is considered unlucky for a 
wom an to mix with the builders of a 
house or other edifice during its erec­ 
tion, and to av oid any possibility of one 
stray ing into the premises all approaches 
are carefully guarded 
by watchmen, 
and a fence is erected around the pro 
posed building as soon as its founda­ 
tions are laid. 
The ex planation of this is the sav ing, 
“ Women mix ill w ith wood, and death 
liv es in the house ov er whose founda­ 
tions a wo man has w alked.” 
There is 
a similar ho rro r of the .fair sex interfer­ 
ing with any public matter of national 
t: rest or in any luisin* ss transactions 
whet# nan are concerned 
“ Women tie 
knots ” says the Chinese prov erb. “ Let 
them i emain at hom e.” 
N o funeral can take place until as­ 
trologer s and professional fortune toller« 
hav e been consulted. 
These unscrupu­ 
lous divrin rs decide the place of but ial, 
and in the ev ent of disagreement no 
final interment cat: take place. Th is ac­ 
counts fo r the number of unburied col 
fins win* hare seen about the country 
districts 111 China. Sometimes the coffin 
is temporarily deposited in a temple or 
kept in the house of th** heir of tire de­ 
ceased. 
Among the poor as often as not 
it is conv ey ed to some sheltered spot 
and c< v ered with a mat. 
When in course of time (by aid of 
additi mal fees) the div iners can report 
that all objections t< final burial are rc 
mov ed, the funeral takes place amid re­ 
joicing and profane ex cesses. The mode 
of propitiation g enerally prescribed by 
astrologers is the purchase of some stone 
or piere of iron, to which an elaborate 
ritual of pray er and sacrifice is made, 
or, if the client is wealthy , the building 
of a pagoda is suggested, 111 connection 
with which the mercenary fortune teller 
doubtless reaps a large commission. 
The last species of superstition to 
which we w ill call attention forces us- 
to place China among the half civ ilized 
and brutal nations. One of these super­ 
stitions is that the soul of a dy ing per 
son takes possession of the bed and room 
in which the inv alid is ly ing, 
f’o obv i 
ate such a curse as this the relativ es of 
tli* <!, ing person, as soon as they per 
reiv e Iris end approaching, forcibly re­ 
mov e him from his bed and place him 
almost naked upon a hoard. If by chance 
a man should ex pire in bis bed, it, to 
gi ther with all tie* furnituie in the 
room, must he burned and many atone 
merits ofierce! before the room is consid­ 
ered lit for habitation again. 
Many strung - and inhuman ideas are 
as# -rated with the illness and death o f 
children. If a child sickens and dies b< 
fo re the age o f 12 years, its last mo 
incurs are 
hastened by t.lm 
ho rrible 
cruelty o f its: parents.

Probably the first recorded instimeo 
of insurance was one mentioned by 
Liv y . During the second Punic war the 
contractors 
for deliv ering corn 
into 
Sp ain stip ulated that tbo g ov ernment 
should indemnify them ag ainst loss by 
the enemy o r temp est. Cicero, too, a lt­ 
er his v ictory in Cilicia, seems to hav e 
obtained security ag ainst the loss of his 
booty during its transit to Home. These 
instances, howev er, are not reg arded as 
true cases of insurance by many author­ 
ities,, who assert that only utter the re- 
v iv a, of co m m erce in the tenth century 
did it Come into v og ue. 
If this be so , 
the first mention of insurance is the 
establishm ent in 1310 at Brug es at the 
request of the inhabitants of a chamber 
of assurance. 
“ The contract of recip rocal insurance 
was known likewise in Po rtugal in the 
fourteenth century , and in the fifteenth 
(Sep t. 10, 1430) King Edward of Por 
tug ul w rites from Lisbon that the mer 
chant v essels of the Eng lish, which had 
been chartered for the Tang ier ex p edi 
tion, had not been insured, owing to 
the fault of their p rop rietors, while 
those of the Portug uese, ev en of the 
roy al nav y , wore.” It is p robable, how ­ 
ev er, that insurance came into use in 
Italy early in the tw elfth century and 
was by the Lombards transp lanted into 
those countries w ith which they had 
commercial dealing s. 
To them, there 
fore, the inv ention of insurance, as it is. 
now understood, is g enerally conceded.

Petersburg g iv es this account of a trial 
o f co rnstalk p ith made by the Russian 
admiralty hoard on the p rov ing g rounds 
at Pelig on, near St. Petersburg : 
“ A cofferdam 6 feet, long , 6 feet deep 
and 3 feet broad was p acked with blocks 
of cellu lo se made from the p ith of In ­ 
dian corn stalks. The material was sup ­ 
p lied by an American corp oration. A 6 
inch solid shot was fired throug h the 
dam, striking it about 26 inches from 
the 
bottom. 
The shot p assed clear 
throug h both the iron walls and the 
cellulose p acking . 
Less than half a 
p ound of cellu lo se was cuiried out by 
the p rojectile. The water comp artment 
of the dam was filled, g iv ing a p ressure 
of nearly five feet of water on the p er­ 
forated surface. 
In just half an hour a 
moist sp ot beg an to show on the outer 
surface of the dam, but it was ev ident 
the moisture had come along the bottom 
of the p acking and not along the p ath 
of the shot. In four hours no water had 
come throug h the shot’s p ath. 
“ The ex p eriment conclusiv ely dem ­ 
onstrated that a ship p rov ided with a 
cofferdam p acked as was the one used 
in the ex p eriment could be p erforated 
five feet below the water line without 
the least dang er of the entrance of w a ­ 
te r.”

When in mid » cean, the captain was to 
request a pus-enger to dress himself in 
nautical costume, and, ascending with 
tin* funeral urn to the topmast, to scat­ 
ter the ashes to tlm four winds of heav 
en 
These strange directions Were faith 
fully carried out. 
Quite jis peculiar were the directions 
for the funeral of a Mr. John Under­ 
wood. 
He willed that he was to bo 
buried in a green rofiin with a copy of 
Horace under his head and of Milton 
under his feet, a (.reek testament in 
his right hand and a small Horace in 
his left. 
Pix friends, who were not to 
wear mourning, were to follow him to 
the grave and there to sing a verse of 
the twentieth ode of the second hook of 
Horace. 
After this they w» re to “ take 
a cheerful glass and think no more of 
John Underwood. ” 
Wills may also he admitted as evi­ 
dence of the mixed blessings of the 
matrimonial state. 
A nobleman wrote, 
“ 1 give and bequeath to the worst of 
women, whom I unfortunately married, 
45 brass halfpence, which will buy her 
a pullet for supper. ” 
A Glasgow doctor, dying some ten 
years ago, left the whole of his estate to 
his two sisters, and then came this ex 
traordiuary clause: “ To my wife, as a 
recompense for deserting me and l e a v ­ 
ing me m peace, 1 expect the said sister 
Elizabeth to make her a gift of 10 shil­ 
lings sterling, to buy her a pocket hand­ 
kerchief to weep in after my decease.'“ 
A Mr. Sydney Dickenson bequeathed 
to his wife the sum of £ 00,000, “ on 
condition that she undertakes to pass 
two hours a day at my graveside, for 
the ten years following my decease, in 
company with her sister, whom i have 
reason to know she loathes worse than 
she does me. “ 
Another husband stated that he would 
have left his widow £ 10,000 if she had 
allowed him to read his newspaper in 
peace, but as she always commenced 
playing and singing when he started to 
read he left her only £ 1,000. 
Such in ­ 
stances could be mutiplied indefinitely, 
but one other is worthy of note. 
A husband left his wife £ 
12,000, to be 
increased to £ 24,000 provided that she 
wore a widow’s cap at ter his death. She 
accepted the larger amount, wore the 
cap foi six months, and then put it off. 
A lawsuit followed, but the judge held 
that the testator should have inserted 
the word “ always” and gave judgment 
m favor of the widow, who tie* day aft 
er re-entered the state of matrimony. 
I bus t he husband’s litile plan for pre­ 
venting his widow marrying again tail 
ed. 
But the most curious will which the

M. Zaleskv, a Polish landlord, who died

IS so, leaving 
property valued at 
100,000 rubles 
His wi 11 was iuel oscd in 
an envelope bearing tie* words, “ To Be 
Opened After My Death.” 
Inside this 
was another envelope, “ To Bo Opened 
Six Weeks After My Death. ’ When this 
time had passed, the second envelope 
was opened and a third uncovered, “ To 
Be Opened One Year Alter My Death.” 
At the end of the year u fourth en­ 
velope was discovered, to ho opened two 
years after the testator's death, and so 
tin* game went on until lsiM, when the 
actual will was discovered and read. 
It was quite as eccentric 
111 its disposi­ 
tions as the directions attached to its 
opening. 
The testator bequeathed half 
his fortune to such of his heirs as had 
the largest number of children. 
The 
rest of the property was to be placed in 
a bank and a hundred years after his 
death to be divided, with the accumu­ 
lated interest, among the will maker s 
descendants. 
Thus by 1989, at 5 per 
cent compound interest, the 50,000 ru­ 
bles will have swelled into 0,000,000 
rubles. But what will this be among so 
many descendants?— Household Words.

Life in the arctic is ¡t serious matter, 
and one not to he lightly undertaken 
Never to sleep in a bed fa r three years, 
or even in a bunk— such as our prison­ 
ers enjoy—is merely a bagatelle, as the 
fioor and a reindeer skin made a capita! 
substitute. Looking hack on the experi­ 
ence of 1,000 days spent in the most 
northerly inhabited hut in the world— 
for our quarters were on the eightieth 
degree north latitude— I certainly think 
our greatest enemies were perpetual 
darkness and want of companionship 
For six men to be boxed up three 
years in a hut 20 feet Jong by 20 feet 
wide and only 7 feet high, never seeing 
any other being nor hearing a scrap of 
news, is ¡i trying existence, yet I can 
unhesitatingly say no jollier or happier 
little party ever lived in northern lati­ 
tudes. Four months of solid night every 
year lias, however, a depressing effect 
not only on the spirits, but on the appe­ 
tite, and it ;iiso destroys sleep 
Morn­ 
ing, noon and night become unrecog 
nizable. merged into one endless gloom, 
and but for the welcome advent of the 
moon once ¡1 month, when the sky was 
sufficiently clear for us to enjoy her 
rays, we lived in a blackness the dreari­ 
ness of which is indescribable 
As the schoolboy counts the days to 
the holidays, so we counted the hours 
till the return of the sun, and even as 
the first rays became visible our spirits 
rose, and existence altogether wore a 
different complexion. Then exercise be­ 
came enjoyable, instead of that dreary 
daily trudge round a given circle in the 
dark. 
With the return of the light we 
felt new life and energy. 
And yet the 
climate of Franz-Josef Land, even in 
the spring, would not suit all tastes. 
For example, out of 55 days’ sledging, 
ending in May, 1897, Mr. Albert Armi 
tage and 1 enjoyed only 18J£ tolerably 
clear days! 
Driving snow, wind and 
bitter cold wore general, for, be it tin 
dt‘-rstood, in all these three years the 
thermometer never rose higher than 11 
degree» * above freezing point, and 70 to 
80 degrees below that point was quite 
common. 
They say eels get used (o skinning 
Well, wo may have fairly got used to 
wind, mist and snow, but we hardly 
liked it! 
Occasionally a bear hunt would give 
us some diversion. 
I always allowed 
two or three dogs, which showed some 
aptitude for bear hunting, to run loose 
during the winter and had one dog, 
Nimrod, tied to a rough kennel just 
outside the hut. 
These dogs would get 
on the track of a bear on the floe and 
set up a barking. 
Nimrod would take 
up the chorus and thus let us know 
w hat was going on. 
One of my men and I would then set 
off in chase with our rifles and, guided 
by the cry of the dogs, stumble through 
the mist and d irkness over the floes 
After proceeding 1 mile or so, gradually 
the noise would become more and more 
d istin c t, and some small dark objects 
jum ping around a large yellow one, 
from which proceed loud hisses and 
snarls, would appear in sight. 
A halt is then called to enable us to 
recover our wind after a rough and 
tumble pursuit. 
The bear in the meantime has been 
engaged in making rushes at the dogs, 
0110 of whom, with his tail tucked be­ 
tween his logs and looking ¡is if he had 
seen things he would gladly forget, runs 
up to where we ¡iro standing. 
We then separate and advance from 
opposite points until within about ten 
yards of our game, my rule being to 
approach the animal until the outlines 
of his head could be distinctly made 
out. Ho appears to be a lit tie undecided 
as to whether to charge us or to beaf a j 
retreat, but a dog, taking advantage ot I 
his indecision and encouraged by our j 
presence, makes insolent remarks almost ; 
in bis ear, and the bear dasher round to ! 
retaliate. 
At the same moment two 
shots ring out, and poor Mr Bear rolls j 
over dead. 
One of us then returns to the but to 
bring out a sledge party to haul him in 
We drag him into ¡1 canvas hut. reserv 
ed for bear skinning during the dark­ 
ness, and remove his skin and cut up 
tin* carcass into convenient joints. 
The 
dense atmosphere caused by the rising 
steam in the intensely cold air suggest- 
a laundry in full swing. 
The fluctuations in the temperature 
were very trying. 
Frequently with the 
onset of a southeast gale it rose from 40 
degrees below zero to 2s degrees above 
within 20 hours—altering our garments, 
which had previously been frozen a> 
hard as sheets of galvanized iron, so 
that it took us hours to get into them, 
to a state of noisome moistness, aud ev 
erything inside the tent would be 111 a 
condition of drip 
Down again would 
go the temperature, and the rockiness of 
our clothes aud equipment would be in 
creased 
This addition of moisture and 
ice in our clothes, besides being incun 
venient and uncomfortable, greatly in 
creased our weights. 
To give an in 
stance, my m ilitza tfur jum per), which 
011 leaving the hut weighed a little under 
10 pounds, 011 our return sealed nearly 
20 pounds. 
The rises of temperature 
and consequent wet in the tent caused 
our furs to rot, and the stench made 
thereby was absolutely mdcseribuble. —
